porary organization and adjourned 
until 10:30 tomorrow morning. Mean

to the credentials committee. 
In a great hall of thirteen thou­ 
sand seats the convention got under 
way to the usual 
accompaniments 
of music, applause and cheering. 
Chairman Burton’s 
mention 
of 
President Coolidge’s name gave the 
convention an opportunity for pro-

There were some 
great empty spaces in the bank of 
seats in the enormous galleries. 
W hen the band rested the great 
hundred thousand dollar pipe organ 
with its ten thousand pipes burst out 
in melody and filled the great hall 
with tfie resonance of the chords of 
a stirring air suggesting assembly. 
There was a colorful accompani­

dark purple light that flooded the 
great assembly and then it changed 
to a burst of light resembling the 
rising of the sun.

I speak for the citizens of Cleveland, irrespective of party affiliations, 
when I bid you a cordial welcome.

The danger of the La Follette candi­ 
dacy, as has been stated over and over 
again, is not in the possibility of his being 
elected presdent. 
The danger is that he 
may throw the election into the house. 
Under the constitution a presidential can­ 
didate must receive a majority of the elec- 
trial votes to be elected, and if no candi­ 
date has such a majority the house is call­ 
ed upon 
to elect 
a president 
from the 
three highest candidates on the list. 
In 
the meantime 
the 
senate 
elects a vice 
president from the two candidates having 
the most votes for that office, and if the 
house fails 
to elect a president 
before 
March 4 the vice president becomes presi­ 
dent. 
When the facts just presented are di­ 
gested and understood it becomes evident 
why the La Follette candidacy must be 
taken seriously for every state which he 
might carry would increase the difficulty 
on the part of one or the other of the can­ 
didates of the two major parties of secur­ 
ing the necessary majority. 
An analysis of the electoral vote, on the 
basis 
of 
present 
political 
indications, 
shows that if La Follette, as an independ­ 
ent candidate for the presidency, can roll 
up more than 73 votes no republican can 
be elected, and if more than 58, no demo­ 
crat. 
This would result in throwing the 
election into the house of representatives.

When Mr. Wilson won in 1912 he 
had 435 votes— but he swept the east, car­ 
rying every state except Utah 4 and Ver­ 
mont 4, which went for Taft, and Califor­ 
nia 11, Michigan 15, Minnesota 12, Penn­ 
sylvania 38, South Dakota 5 and W ash­ 
ington 7, which went for Roosevelt.

by over-production in very essential 
articles of food, by lack of effective 
demand from abroad for our surplus, 
and by disadvantages arising from 
keen competition from outlying port­ 
ions of the world. 
With a sincere 
desire to render assistance, legisla­ 
tion was adopted in the sixty seventh 
Congress in generous measure. That 
great democratic leader, Mr. Bryan, 
though denying credit to any politi­ 
cal party, has stated that the sixty 
seventh 
Congress 
accomplished 
more for the farmer than any Con­ 
gress for 50 years. 
There was an 
act passed for 
continuance of the 
war finance corporation, and nearly 
$300.000,000 were advanced to farm­ 
ing communities; an emergency tar­ 
iff act on leading grain and other 
products was 
adopted; 
legislation 
was enacted in a so-called packers’ 
bill to protect the rights of the stock 
raiser, also one limiting dealings in 
grain futures to prevent the farmer 
from being the victim of manipula­ 
tion; twenty five additional millions 
were advanced for the Federal Farm 
Loan Board; an agricultural credit 
act was passed at the end of the sixty 
seventh Congress, providing for both 
public and private agencies to aid 
the farm er in securing credit, stress­ 
ing perhaps too much the need of 
facilities for borrowing, but still far- 
reaching in its provisions. A cooper­ 
ative marketing act was passed, a

methods for organization and distri­ 
bution which, it is hoped, will place 
the farmer in the enjoyment of the 
same advantages In narrowing the 
gap between the producer and the 
consumer as those enjoyed in other 
branches of endeavor.

Fish Pudding.—Cook one cupful 
of rice in boiling water until ten­ 
der, drain and pour through it 
enough cold water to separate the 
grains. 
Cook two pounds of pick­ 
erel, bass or other fresh fish, until 
well done, cooking by steam In a 
steamer or tie in a cloth and drop 
Into boiling water. 
Flake the fi*h 
after removing all the bones and 
skin. 
Combine the rice and fish, 
add two well-beaten eggs, one cup­ 
ful of fish stock and the same of 
milk. 
Season with two teaspoon­ 
fuls of salt, one-half teaspoonfu! of 
pepper, two tablespoonfuis of but­ 
ter, using the seasonings between 
the layers of the fish and rice. Bake 
one-half hour and serve hot with 
drawn butter sauce. 
Boiled Fish With Butter Sauce. 
—Drop the fish well-dressed, tied 
Li a cheese cloth, into boiling water 
and cook at the simmering tem­ 
perature until tender. 
Use onion, 
bay leaf or parsley in the simmer­ 
ing water. 
Drain the fish and 
serve with a rich white sauce to 
which the juice of a large lenmn 
has been added and a tablespoonful 
of butter with salt and pepper as 
needed. Serve hot or cold with the 
fish. 
Stuffed Fish.—For a three-pound 
fish, fry one minced onion with two 
ounces of diced bacon and a large 
tomato peeled and chopped. 
Add 
two tablespoonfuls of butter, one 
cupful 
of bread crumbs, 
three- 
fourths of a teaspoonfu! of salt, 
one-half teaspoonful of pepper, one 
tablespoonful of parsley, three ta­ 
blespoonfuls of water to moisten the 
crumbs, or soak them and squeeze 
dry. 
Mix pell and stuff the fish 
which has been well-salted and pep­ 
pered inside and out. 
Sew up and 
bake, basting with butter and wa­ 
ter during the baking.

Salad.—To one cupful of 
cold, cooked fish add the same 
amount of chopped cabbage and 
celery, season well and serve with 
a good boiled dressing on lettuce. 
Salmon makes a delicious salad; 
add chopped pickle and a half-cnp- 
ful of fresh grated coconut and the 
usual salad dressing; serve on head 
lettuce and garnish with white of 
egg cut into fancy shapes.
